NEW SALES TAX PLAN ADOPTED 


Shak espeare And Soap 
— Chris tia n Sc ie nc e 
Monitor - 


The sale* tax has been causing no end of 
trouble to the m erchant» and the consumers. 
It is lik ely to. as long as it continues as a part 
of our tax sy stem. But there are some aggravat­ 
ing things about it that m ight be removed. 
The plan, so far, has been against charging 
the sales tax 011 any purchase less in amount 
than 15 cents. 
This means that the tax above 
the amount of 15 cents must lie higher than 
the 2 1-2 per cent as a total, or the merchant 
will have to pay part of the sales tax. 
There 
are some people who have tak en advantage of 
this plan of lim iting the amount on which the 
tax will be levied, and have actually made pur­ 
chases in 10 and 12 and 13 cent lots, to save the 
tax, whereas norm ally they would buy them in 
50 or 75 cent or $1.00 lots. 
1 nss, strange to say , has not been confined 
to the poor, who are unable to gather more than 
the small number of pennies together, but it has 
been practised by those of larger income, and 
even those who are able to save from their in­ 
come. in order to prevent themselves from pay ­ 
ing this « light amount of tax upon their pur­ 
chase.

Modern developm ents som etim es bring m ost sur­ 
prising things into juxtaposition. 
The connection

to w hat better purpose, indeed, could soap be used? 
Some scholars are convinced that it is not really 
k nown who w rote Shak espeare; while it is alm ost 
certain tha t it is not entirely k nown w hat Shak e­ 
speare wrote. 
At any rate, if w hat Shak espeare 
wrote is w hat is printed in the editions of his 
play s, in m any cases no one k nows w hat he m eant. 
Malvolio’s rem ark , for exam ple, concerning the lady 
of the S trachy who m arried the y eoman of the 
w ardrobe has puzzled m any a student of "Tw elfth 
N ight.” 
T here are many passages iu the comedies, 
histories and tragedies that will afford Professor 
W ilson a wide field for activity . 
Sim ilar enterprises to Professor W ilson’s have in 
the past been attended by happy results. 
Pew lines 
in Shak espeare are more widely famil 
than those 
in 
"M acbeth” 
referring 
to 
the 
“tem ple-haunting 
m artlet." 
Yet until research established the true 
reading in 1708 it had been supposed that Shak e­ 
speare w rote the "tem ple-haunting barlet,” which 
q uite spoilt the poetry of the passage. Sim ilarly , the 
line "Or dedicate his beauty to the sun” in "Romeo 
and Juliet” had "sam e” for the final word until the 
scholar Theobald amended it to its present form.

Suck ing Up Treasure 
— Se n Francisco Chronicle - 
Those clever Italian deep sea divers are still ta k ­ 
ing gold out of the wreck of the Egy pt where she 
lies 400 feet dow n in the A tlantic off the coast of 
Prance. 
B ut their tak ings now are only in the 
hundred thousands and not in the millions as they 
were at first, » till these rem aining 
pick ings are 
not bad. The salvage ship Artiglio came into port 
the other 
day 
w ith 
$170,000 w orth 
of gold 
and 
silver. 
The problem of pick ing up the loose gold sov­ 
ereigns 
in 
the 
E gy pt's 
treasure 
room 
has 
been 
solved by a novel contraption that has attracted 
great attention from engineers. It Is a sim ple de­ 
vice, just a vacuum cleaner, evolved by the chief 
diver. 
It is a steel cy linder, four feet in diam eter, 
eleven feet long. 
In the lower end is a circular 
glass plate ten inches in diam eter. The air is ex­ 
hausted from 
the 
cy linder. 
The 
device 
is 
then 
lowered from the A rtiglio into the E gy pt’s treasure 
room and work ed Into place under direction of the 
aiver. Then a detonator, exploded electrically from 
the Artiglio, break s the glass. The powerful inrush 
of w ater, at 180 pounds pressure at that depth, 
washes into the cy linder any objects within reach. 
At the first trial the cy linder brought up more than 
six thousand sovereigns, several sm all bars of gold 
and a bar of silver. 
It is estim ated 
that 
there still rem ain in 
the 
Egy pt's treasure room about a ton of gold in bars, 
»0,000 loose gold sovereigns and 270 bars of silver. 
The Italians expect to get it all. If they do they w-JU 
have recovered all told $6,000,000 w orth of gold and 
forty tons of silver in the greatest treasure hunt 
in 
history .
